A revolution has been tho conspqueuce ol 
the opening of the new pi rts.

They attempt to ootnpromise his Ex-

Barkerville. March 10, 1868. 
Editor Golonut,— Wilt you be kind 
enough to allow ma a little space in tbe 

columns of your valuable papar, to pass a 
lew remarks on a public ball which was 
given at Barkerville on the evening of Waah- 
ingtou's birthday, for the benefit of the Hos- 
pital. The particulars may have some 
interest for your readers. Here, I must say, 
tba ball created at tbe time a seDeaiiun by 
itanovelty. Tbe fair sex was only rcpreaeoted 
by four native nymphsi who made their ap- 
pearance in somonbat gaodyi t ough decent, 
atiiro. They uonduotad themselves during 
the whole perlormanoe in such a beouming 
and ladylike manner as to stand the hardeat 
test of scrutiny from any Puritan whatever. 
Ttiey were very gently handled Ibroauboul by 
thorough-bearded pai-l of tbe'nsserhbly. The 
dancing was kept up till seven o'clock the 
next morning, Iho boya aeoming rather light 
on their tiptoes, notwithsiuodiug tha hard 
tasks to which they aro daily addicted. A 
more orderly party never took place hero or 
elsewhere. Every one appeared to enjoy 
himself to bis heart's cODlent; Now that 1 
have given you tbe de«oriptive part of the 
ball, allow mo to iiuy a lew words with regard 
to its rosalt.

notwitlislanding the change of titles of 
' the said Courts. ■ Provided always, that 
in all procee'dihgs taken, and in all de- 
crees, judgments, orders, and regulations 
made after the passing of this Ordinance, 
the new title of the Court in which such 
proceedings are taken, or suoli decrees, 
judgments, orders, rules, aud regulations 
are made, shall be inserted in such pro- 
ceedings, decrees, judgments, orders, 
rules, and regulalious, iu lieu of tbo 
former title. 

\X. liilher of the said Chief Justices 
may, at the req'iest of the other Chief 
Juiiico, assist such other Chief Justice in 
hearing and ' determiuin? all cases. Civil 
mid Criminair which snch last mentioned 
Chief Justice might have heard and de 
lenniiied ; and for that purpose the Chief 
Justice lor the lime being rendering such 
assistance shall have and exercise all the 
powers, nutliorities, and jurisdiction which 
the Chief Justice to whom such assi tanco 
is rendered has and exercises ; and ho 
may sit either separately or together with 
the last mentioned Chief Justice, as shall 
seem best to the said two Cliief Justices 
for the due administration of Justice. 

X. Provided always that upon the 
.M.iinl.iiid of Briliali Columbia, the Chief 
Justice of the Mainland of British Coluin» 
bia, and upon Yancouver Island tbe Chief 
Justice of Vanbouver Island, shall have 
rank aud precedence over the other Chief 
Justice. 

XI. Upon a vacancy being created by 
llio death, resignation, or otherwise of 
eilho^r of the present two Chief Jusiices, 
the said Supremo Courts of the Mainland 
of Brilish Columbia and of Vancouver 
Isliuul shall be merged into one Supreme 
Cnirt, lo bo called Ihe "Supreme Court 
of British Columbia,'' and the surviving 
or remaining (Jhief Justice shall preside 
over the said Court, and shall ho called 
the "Chief Justice of British Columbia ;" 
and a Puisne Judge of the said Court 
shall thereupon he appointed by Her 
Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors, by 
Warrant under Her or Their Sign Man 
iiul and yignet. and receive thu nnnuul 
salary of JCI.OOO, and all the jiirisdictioi', 
powers, aiui authorities of the two present 
existing Supremo Courts, ond of the 
Judges; .thereof, shall bo vested in and 
sbairhe hda, exercised, and enjoyed by 
the said Supremo Court of Brilish Colum- 
bia, and tho Judges thereof. 

Xli. The said Chief Justice of British 
Cohiuibia is hereby authorized and em- 
|)owered, from liino to time, to make all 
such orders, rules, and regulaiions as he 
shall ihink fit for iho proper a(]ii;iiii.''lra- 
tioii of .Iu lice ill the saiii Supremo Court 
of Hnlisli Columbia ; and subject to such 
orders, rules, and regiilulioiis, tlie then 
existing rules <\iid rej^ulaiioiis of the 
Supreme Court uf tho Mainland uf Brilish 
Columbia shall, have full force and cileci 
in th'ei'said Supreme Oourt of British 
Columbia4 

XIII, Each of the nforesaid Supremo 
Courts slinll have its own Seal cogiiiziilde 
iu jtiiiiciiinic and IhereoiU, and bearing 
Her Miijiisiy's Royal Anns, and on snch 
Seal sli.ul be iiis(;,'ibed the tiuiue of the 
Court to tvhieli it Dtlongs. 

XIV. Whether in any of the Ordinnn- 
ccs made and pas.sed in iho In.it Session of 
thje Lcgi8laiure.|of thi8.0olonv, tho words 
"The'SliprehiiS ObiiVV' '''the SujMeme 
Court of Oivil Justice," "Tuo Siipnunc 
Court of Civil Justice of Briiit:li Coinm- 
biu," or oilier superior "Courts" shall oc- 
cur, the Hamo shall henceforward, until 



have been, from the date of the passing 
of 8nt;h Ordiimuccs respeclivily, for the 
Muinlaiid " Tho Supremo Court, of the 
Mainland of British Columbia ;'' for Van- 
couver Island and its Dependencies " Tho 
Supreme Court of Vancouver Islond ;"
